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Washington—The reason why the 


Herbert Hoover campaign managers 
decided to -enter the Indiana primary 
was the insistence of Republican lead- 
ers in the Hoosier state that there 
was .everything to be 
gained 
and 


nothing to be lost. 


The Hoover managers tried in Ohio 


to get second choice pledges from the 
Willis group but failed.' In Indiana, 
however, the second choice pledges 
are said already to have been dispos- 


of to the Dawes leaders. 


NO SECOND CHOICES 


Hence with no chance of getting 


second choice from the favorite son 
delegations in either Ohio or Indiana 
the Hoover strategists figured that 
the rule of half a loaf being better 
than none was a good one to follow. 
There is some doubt here whether the 
Indiana delegation has to be voted as 
a unit or whether the preference of 
certain districts can be expressed. In 
the latter case, a split delegation 
might be obtained thongh the Hoover 
managers are confident that in view 
of the difficulties inside the republi- 
can party in state affairs the oppor- 
tunity for the secretary of commerce 
to win a. majority of the delegates is 
better than even. 


As for Ohio, the Hoover managers 


are not assuming they can carry the 
state but they think they will get a 
good 'sized- number of delegates just 
the same. Anything they get will be 
a. gain, they figure, because if they 
had relied on second choice pledges 
they might not have had the votes 
on the first few ballots when they 
wanted them. 


ASSURED OP TWO STAGES 


In New York state, and even in 


arassachusetts the Hoover managers 
claim they aiow have assured a ma- 
jority of the delegates. 


The biggest hurdles ahead are the 


Ohio primaries on April 24 and the 
Indiana primaries on May 8. In both 
instances a favorite son is fighting- the 
Hoover candidacy. To make 
a 
good 


showing against a favorite son is con- 
sidered a doubtful value in politics, de- 
pending on who the favorite son hap- 
pens to be and also depending on the 
ill-will supposed to 
be 
incurred by 


fighting tho regularly established po- 
litical organizations. The Hoover man- 
agement took this into account, how- 
ever, feeling that the only chance for 


tjjie secretary of commerce was to re- 
sist political organizations .wherever 
they stood in the way and depending 
on public sentiment in a primary to 
get a nuclcu of delegates. 
Senator 


James Watson, who is the candidate 
on the ballot in Indiana, is known to 
be .friendly to Vice-President Dawes 
and the assumption here is that if 
Senator Watson wins the state there 
will be. no Hoover opportunities there, 
as the delegation will ultimately go to 
Vice-president Dawes if the favorite 
son's opportunity appears 
to

passed.

ceive an adjustment when for any rea- 
son the battery fnils to give what he 
considers satisfactory service, he must 
have his batteiy regularly tested and 
his service card must show a. clean 
bill of health. If he loses the card he 
loses the record. If he fails to have 
the tests made the i ocords would show- 
that he hnd neglected his battery at 
some particular testing period.

the card is the sole record by which 
ho can judge whether he is giving 
his battery proper care and attention.

Third, the service station cannot evade 
responsibilities for n battery that has 
had proper care, but which has gi\en 
unsatisfactory service.

They 
give complete record of the owners 
cure of the battery.

though sorely tempted to do otherwise. 
We rather think his place in life is pretty 
well fixed. 


If fortune favors him he may be able to 


leave his children some substantial prop- 
erty but he can leave them no liner heri- 


* tage than the established reputation that 
,.; has come to him through being painstak- 
'* ingly honest. 


STUDENTS AS PUBLIC SERVANTS 


! A student in a state university is a 


public servant and under an obligation to 
the taxpayers of the state, in the opinion 
of Clarence Cook Little, president of the 
University of Michigan. Therefore, the 
character of applicants for admission to 
the university is being examined to as- 
certain whether or not they are sufficient- 
ly responsible to be entrusted with the 
expenditure of public funds. This should, 
without a doubt, be the attitude of every 
state university. 


A student is paid, in' effect, a salary to 


attend such an institution, and it should 
be expected that he be of the finest char- 
acter, understanding and appreciating 
thoroughly his responsibility to the stale 
in the matter, and able and willing to dis- 
charge his responsibility. In the opinion 
of President Little, we need a meiit sy- 
stem for the youth of America to pull it 
out of mediocrity. We need to find means 
of searching out the most able and bril- 
liant and to provide means for them to 
fit themselves to give to the world the 
benefit of their superior gifts. It is for 
these more especially that state universi- 
ties are designed, so that the possible 
circumstance of lack of private 
funds 


should not deprive the state of the benefit 
to be derived from the proper develop- 
ment of its natural talent and genius. 
When state universities exert too 
little 


discrimination in the choice of students 
and admit mediocre and irresponsible 
persons, the public monej s are being im- 
properly expended. 


The merit system could be very prop- 


erly extended to the institutions them- 
selves, such ones as conscientiously per- 
formed this important function of investi- 
gation and choice being rewarded with 
a greater proportion of state support. The 
use of such a system would tend to in- 
crease effectiveness all around.

The preside*^ emphasizes particu- 
larly the need for suppressing the forest 
fire evil and pointed out the benefits that 
will accrue frorn making the forest lands 
productive of continuous timber crops.

Many of our forested states, A\ ith the co- 
operation of timberland owne; ,, have un- 
dertaken organized 
protection 
against 


forest fires, assisted in recent) ears by the 
support of the federal govern aent under 
the •provisions of the Clkrke-McNary law. 


But this protection must be extended 


and strengthened. Every year on the av- 
erage of 80,000 fires scourge our wood- 
lands, ruining their growth and under- 
mining their vitality. The cooperation 6f 
everyone from the owner and the general 
public down to the 
individual who 
is 


careless, criminally careless, with fire in 
or near woodlands, and indifferent to the 
tremendous loss incurred because it does 
not'happen to be a personal loss. 


One-fourth of our American soil is best 


suited for forests, much of which land is 
already idle. To make this va t atea pro- 
duce continuous crops of timber would 
be of momentous consequence to the na- 
tion, giving agriculture a very valuable 
crop and giving employment to millions 
of men. It would be felt by every branch 
of industry •> and commerce and insure 
that most needful of human commodities, 
an adequate and uninterrupted wood sup- 
ply. 


So, in effect, says the presiden', and its 


truth and importance should so impress 
every citizen that he will give his utmost 
cooperation to Forest Week.

SIMPLE CHRONIC RHINITIS 


In most uabes of so called "nasal catarrh," con- 


stant runnine nose or inee.ssant "cold in the head" 
in persons from 10 to S3 years of age. the proper 
medical examination s>hows the doctor that the con- 
dition is simple chronic rhinitis—chronic low grade 
inflammation of the lining- membrane of the nose. 
The membrane is related, boggy, flabby, lacking in 
tone, susceptible to congestion, in all respects un- 
like a healthy or normal mucous membrane. Figure 
out for yourself why it is so. I don't know whether

In the interest of good health we Miall skip over 


the symptoms of simple chronic rhinitis Iis'itlv. 
Your nose knows it isn't quite right if you are not 
too dumb yourself. Yourjloctor can tell the prop~ei 
interior inspection whether you have chronic rhin- 
itis. That's the onlyv way to find out what the trou- 
ble ,is. Chrome rhinitis in one form or another is 
probably second in prevalence among: civilized peo- 
ple, and in most cases of chronic rhinitis the con- 
dition is simple rhinitis m the earlier stage and as> 
such fairly amenable to suitable medical and hy- 
gienic treatment- 


On second thought, I am going to mention some, 


well, not exactly symptoms, for they don't signify 
any particular trouble, but let us say indications 
that you need a proper medical examination of the 
nose and throat. 
1. Any nasal discharge or watery running at 


the nose or troublesome secretion 
of 
mucus 


which demands frequent blowing of the nose or 
induces hawking by "draining down the back of 
the throat. 


2. Any obstruction of either side of the nose, 


permanently or now this and now that side, so 
that you cannot breathe readily through the 
nose. Stuffiness. 


3. So called "nasal" voice. 
4. Frequent sneezing without evident cause. 
5. Obtunded sense of smell. 
6. Dry and barking cough vv ithout appare it 


cause. 


7. Mouth breathing. 
S. Frequently recurring attacks of corv7,a. 


Any or all of tftese indications may be due to 


simple chronic rhinitis, -which, if properly diagnosed, 
is usually amenable to medical and hygienic treat- 
ment. We can't tell yqu what the medical or hy- 
gienic treatment should be; you can't treat your- 
self. 


Probably most persons with simple chronic rhin- 


itis just let the trouble drift along without seeking 
medical advice at all. This is a poor policy. It is 
comparable with the old fashioned policy of letting 
cavities in the teeth ssa until a toothache or worse 
consequence drove the sufferer to the dentist. As a 
matter of common sense and eccnomic efficiency, if 
you or any of your children has any of the indi- 
cations listed, you should seek medical advice, just 
as vou have small cavities in your teeth filled 
before they lead to serious illness.

cial world took the stand to testify for 
or against Mr Mellen's scheme. 


Meantime, all this governmental in- 


terference, in the name of prevention 
of monopoly, had the effect of throw- 
ing doubt on the New Haven 
pro- 


gram. From $200 a share, the price 
of New Haven stock dropped far be- 
low the J100 par calue. It was regard- 
ed as one of the so called cats* ami 
dogs of railroad stocks.

one. Such a child -with good appetite

point of view. 


"The American people are spending 


about $2,000,000. 00 a year on public 
school 
education. 
One quarter of 
state and local taxes go for schools. 
Back In 1910 we 
spent J426.000.000. 


That means an increase of 370 per 
cent in 17 years. Some of this in- 
crease of course, was due to rising 
prices of school equipment, salaries, 
etc. Also school attendance is much 
greater, thus making new building 
and equipment, teachers, etc., neces- 
sary. The question, however, is not 
so much whether we are spending too 
much on public education, but wheth- 
er we are getting returns proportion- 
ate to the investment. 
The people 


have a right to expect good dividends 
on.this huge investment—dividends in 
the form of better 
citizenship 
and 


stronger character, as 
well as the 


raising of general intelligence stand- 
ards. Are they getting them? 


"If we want to know whether a 


corporation is earning its way -we ex- 
amine its profit and loss statement 
and balance sheet. "Applying the same 
methods in a rough 
way to public 


school education 
here 
is what we 


find: 


"On the credit side: 
1. Practical elimination of illitera- 


cy during the past twenty years and 
raising general level of intelligence. 


2. Supervision of 
pupils' physical 


health and safety to a much greater 
degree than ever before. 


3. 
Americanization, work. Had it 


not been for education America could 
not have absorbed the great flood of 
immigration. 


4. Valuable work done in vocation- 


al education, 
i. e. preparing 
young 


people for specific trades. 


5. Increased earning power of ed- 


ucated over uneducated men. 


6. Advance in material prosperity- 


can be ascribed at least in part to 
higher

'These items are all fine. They Jus- 


tify optimism for the future. How- 
ever, there is a debit, or failure, side 
of education's profit and loss state- 
ment which is serious. On the debit 
side we find: 


1. Lack of real character building,

year,

is eight times 
the 


amount spent on public school educa- 
tion. The school may argue that char- 
acter building is primarily the func- 
tion of the home and the church. I 
maintain that it is also very greatly 
the function of the public school. One 
half of our children's waking life is 
spent in schoolrooms. 


2. Failure to keep pace with the 


rapid advance in industrial and busi- 
ness progress. There is much In the 
school curriculum today that could 
well be dispensed with to make place 
for other things that bear 
more di- 


rectly on the business of making a 
living. 


3. Failure of many of our second- 


ary schools to properly prepare stu- 
dents who intend to go to college. 
This is a source of complaint on the 
part of many 
prominent educators, 


and results in loss to the individual 
and to the college. 


0. Tendency to spread out too thin. 


By that I mean trying to crowd in too 
many subjects, some of which are in- 
consequential, with the result that no 
one thing_ is learned 
well and 
the 


ith his mind con- 
child comes out 
fused. 


"The crying need of today is not 


more cultural and 
scientific 
know- 


ledge, but more spiritual 
knowledge.

COUNTY HIGHWAY ORDINANCE 
An ordinance relating to the operation of motor vehicles on 
J the public highways in Outagamie County, Wisconsin. 


OUTAGAMIE COUNTY WISCONSIN 


An ordinance regulating and restricting the operation of 
motor vehicles on the highways in Outagamie county, 
Wisconsin, pursuant to the restrictions contained 
in chapter 85 of the Wisconsin statues of 1927 
and amendments thereof, j 


The county board of supervisors of Outagamie county 
does ordain as follows: 


SECTION I. 


.RULES OF"THE ROAD 
1. MEETING. 
Whenever the operators or drivers of 
vehicles or draft animals shall meet on any highway each 
shall sensibly drive his vehicles or animal to the right of the 
middle of the traveled part of the highways so that each 
shall have one half of the roadway and that th»>y may pass 
without interference. 
". 
PASSING. Every such operator or drivor on ov- 
ertaking any vehicle or draft animal on any highway shall 
pass on the left thereof and the operator or driver over- 
taken, shall upon all convenient speed, upon signal or no- 
tice that the passage is required, drive to the right of the 
traveled part of the highway so as to allow free passage on 
the left and, if necessary, on account of road conditions, shall 
stop long enough to allow the other ^to pass. 
3. TURNS AT INTERSECTION. Every such operator or 
driver shall keep to the right of the center of the highway 
intersection when turning to the right and shall pass to the 
right of such center when turning to the left, except where 
markers or signs shall have been placed by public author- 
ities having jurisdiction of the highway or street indicating 
or directing that public travel shall follow a different course. 


4. RIGHT OF WAY WHEN MEETING AT INTER- 
SECTIONS. When two vehicles approach or enter an in- 
tersection at approximately the same time the driver of the 
vehicle on the left shall yield the right of way to the ve- 
hicle on the right, except as otherwise provided in this sec- 
tion. The driver of any vehicle driving at an unlawful speed 
shall forfeit any right of way which he might otherwise 
have hereunder. 
The, driver of a. vehicle approaching but 
not having entered the intersection shall yield the right of 
way to a vehicle within such Intersection and turning there- 
in to the left across the line of travel of such first men- 
tioned vehicle provided the driver of the vehicle turning 
left has given a plainly visible sign of intention to turn as 
aforesaid. 


5. SIGNALS OF DISTRESS. Any person operating an 


automobile or other similar motor vehicle upon or along any 
public highway shall, upon a signal by putting up the hand 
or other sign of distress made by a person riding or driv- 
ing a horse or horses which are frightened because of such 
automobile or other similar vehicle to stop unless a move- 
ment forward is necessary to avoid accident or injury and 
upon request, shall stop all motor until such horse or horses 
are under control and shall, if requested, assist such per- 
son or persons to pass such automobile or other similar ve- 
hicle in safety. 


6. KEEPING TO THE RIGHT. In crossing an intersec- 


tion of highways or an intersection of a highway by a rail- 
road right of way the driver of a vehicle shall at all times 
cause such vehicle to travel on his right half of the highway 
unless such highway is obstructed or impassable. 


7. PASSING VEHICLE, CURVES AND GRADES. The 


driver of a vehicle shall not drive to the left of the center 
line of a highway in overtaking and passing another ve- 
hicle proceeding in the same direction unless such left side 
is clearly visible and is free of oncoming traffic for a suf- 
ficient distance ahead to permit such o\ ertaking and pass- 
ing to be made m safety. The driver of a vehicle shall not 
overtake or pass another vehicle proceeding in the same 
direction upon the crest of a grade or upon a curve in the 
highway where the driver's view alo'ng said highway is ob- 
structed within a distance of five hundred (500) feet. 


S. SLOW MOVING VEHICLES. ENTRANCE FROM 


ALLEY OR PRIVATE DRIVEWAYS. 
Upon all highways 


of sufficient width upon one-way streets the driver of the 
vehicle shall drive the same upon the right half of the high- 
way and shall drive a slow moving vehicle as closely as 
possible to the right hand edge or curb of such highway 
except w hen overtaking and passing another vehicle, sub- 
ject to the regulations provided in this, section. 
The driver of a motor vehicle shall not follow another 


vehicle more closely than is reasonable and prudent having 
due regard to the speed of such vehicles, the traffic upon 
and the condition of the highway. 


The driver of a •vehicle entering a public highway from 


an alley, private road or drive shall yield the right of way to 
all vehicles approaching such public highway. 


9. MAKING REPAIRS, PARKING AND DISCHARG- 
ING PASSENGERS. 
When making absolutely necessary 
repairs, no person shall park or leave any vehicle along, 
upon or within the limits of any public highway in such a 
manner as to interfere with the free passage of vehicles 
over and along such highway. In all cases there shall be 
left a free and usable passageway of at least eighteen (18) 
fpet HO that vehicles going in opposite directions may pass 
without interference from any standing vehicle. Whenever 
any peace officer shall find a vehicle standing on a high- 
way In violation of the provisions of this section, he is here- 
by authorized to move such vehicle or require the driver 
or person In charge of such vehicle to move said vehicle 
in a position permitted under this section. 


Whenever such vehicle shall be parked on or near the 


traveled portion of the highway after sunset and before sun- 
rise it shall have a warning light in both the-front or the 
rear of faid vehicle as a warning to the public of its pres- 
ence upon said highway. 


Kvery operator or driver of a motor vehicle or bus shall, 


when about to stop for discharging or taking on passengers 
or for other stops, give due signals of his intention so to 
do to the traffic in the rear and turn to the extreme right 
so as to allow a free passage of vehicles over and along 
said highway. 


10. TOWED TRUCK, MOTOR VEHICLES AND TRAIL- 
ERS, 
All trucks, motor vehicles or trailers while being 
towed on any public highway or street in said county shall 
display a red flag in the daytime and a red light at night 
time this period being construed as that period between sun- 
set and sunr IP. 
SECTION 11 
»PEED L.1M1T 


1. RECKLESS DRIVING. 
No person shall operate a 
motor vehicle recklessly cr at a rate of speed greater than 
is reasonable and proper with due regard to the width, 
surface, traffic, and use of the highways and the rules of 
the road or 00 as to endanger the property, life or lim\> of 
any persons. 


Under the following conditions, no person shall operate 
a motor vehicle at a greater speed than as follows: 


(a). 
PASSING SCHOOL. 
Fifteen miles on hour when 
passing a school during school recess or while children are 
going or leaving school during opening or closing hours. 


(b.) APPROACHING INTERSECTIONS. 
Fifteen miles 


an hour when approaching within fifty (50) feet and in tra- 
versing any intersection of highways when the driver's view 
is obstructed, it being construed that a driver's view shall be , 
deemed to be obstructed when at any time during the 
last fifty (50) feet of his approach to such intersection he 
does not have a clear and uninterrupted view of such inter- 
section and of the traffic upon all of the highways entering 
such Intersection for a distance of two hundred (200) feet 
from such intersection. 


(c). CURVES AND GRADES. Fifteen miles an hour in 
traveling or going around curves or traversing a grade upon 
a, highway when the driver's view is obstructed within a 
distance of one hundred (100) feet along such highway in the 
direction in which he is proceeding. 


(d). 
CONTROLLED BUSINESS DISTRICTS. 
Twenty 
miles an hour on any highway in the business district when 
traffic on such highway is controlled at intersection by traf- 
fic officers or "Stop" and "Go" signals. A business dis- 
district is defined to be the territory contiguous to a high- 
way when fifty per cent or more of the frontage thereon 
for a, distance of three hundred (300) feet or more is occupied 
by buildings in use for business 


(e). 
RESIDENCE DISTRICT AND PARKS. 
Twenty 
miles an hour in a resident district in public parks, county 
hospital or cemetery. 


(f). OTHER DISTRICTS. 
Unless unsafe, forty miles 
an hour on all other conditions. 
SECTION III. 


RESTRICTED OPERATIONS. 
1. PERSONS IN DRIVERS SEAT. No more than three 


(3) adults shall occupy at any one time the driver's seat of 
any automobile while such automobile is being operated up- 
on any street or highway in this county. 


2. PROJECTING LOADS. No vehicle shall carry any 
load extending beyond the line of fenders on the left side 
of such vehicle nor extending more than six inches beyond 
the line of fender on the right side. 


3. WINDOW POSTERS. After March 1, 1928, it shall 
be unlawful for any person to drive any vehicle upon a 
highway of this county with any sign, poster or other non- 
transparent material upon the front windshield, side wings, 
side or rear windows of such motor vehicles other than 
a certificate or other papers required to be so displayed by 
law. 


SECTION IV. 
AUTOMOBILE EQUIPMENT 


1. BRAKES, HORNS, SIRENS. 
AND 
"WHISTLES. 
Every automobile, motorcycle or ottor similar motor vehicle 
used upon any public highway of this county shall be pro- 
vided with sufficient brakes. 
All brakes on motor vehicles 
described wherein shall be maintained in good working or- 
der and shall conform to regulations not inconsistent with 
this section which, may be promulgated by the Wisconsin 
highway commission. 


Every automobile, motorcycle or other similar motor 
vehicle, used upon any public highway of this county, shall 
be provided with an adequate horn which shall produce an 
abrupt sound sufficiently loud to serve as an adequate 
warning of danger and no person operating any motor ve- 
hicle or motorcycle shall make or cause to be made any rin-"' 
necessary noise with such horn or use the same except as 
a warning of danger. 


The use of spark plug whistles is prohibited on all mo- • 
tor vehicles. 


The use of siren horns, except upon motor vehicles in 
charge of police and fire department of cities, traffic en- 
forcement officers and upon hospital ambulances and fire 
patrols is prohibited. 


2. MUFFLER, CUT-OUT. No person shall drive a 
mejtor vehicle on a highway in this county unless such 
motor vehicle is equipped with a muffler in good working 
order and in constant operation to prevent excessive or un- 
usual noises or annoying smoke. 
It shall be unlawful to use a muffler, "cut-out" on any 
vehicle upon a public highway in this county. 


3. WINDSHIELD WIPERS. 
Every windshield on a 
motor vehicle shall be equipped with a device for cleaning 
rain, snow or other moisture from the windshield, which de- 
vice shall be constructed as to be controlled or operated by 
the driver of the vehicle. 


4. TRUCK MIRROR. Every motor truck, motor de- 
livery wagon and automobile bus, having a carrying capacity 
of over two tons, shall be equipped 
with 
a mirror 
so 
mounted and placed that the driver may have a view of 
traffic approaching said vehicle from the rear. 


SECTION V. 
LIGHTS 


1. AUTOMOBILE LIGHTS. From thirty minutes after 
sunset until • thirty minutes before sunrise, no automobile, 
motorcycle or similar motor shall be driven upon or occupy 
any public highway in this county unless such vehicle is 
provided with sufficient lights, of such design* and so ad- 
justed and operated as to enable the driver to clearly dis- 
tinguish a person, or other substantial object two hundred 
(200) feet ahead, adjustment and operation of such head 
lamps shall be such as to avoid dangerous glare or dazzle. 


(a). Everey automobile, truck or similar motor vehicle 
when so operated during the period above mentioned shall 
have two headlights and one ^ed tail light burning. 


SECTION VI. 
„ 


COUNTY ARTERIAL HIGHWAYS 


1. All drivers and operators of motor vehicles upon the 
highways of this county must bring their motor vehicles 
to a complete stop within forty (40) feet of an arterial high- 
way sign designating: the highway as such before crossing- 
or entering such arterial highway. 


2. BUSSES TO STOP AT RAILROADS. All persons 
operating motor busses upon highways of this county must 
bring the same to a full stop at a distance of at least twenty 
(20) feet and not more than forty (40) feet from the main 
line tracks of any railroad or interurban railway before cross- 
ing the same. 


SECTION VII. 


AUTOMOBILE DRIVER RBGULATIONS- 
1. AUTOMOBILE LICENSE. No person shall operate 


an automobile, motor truck, motor bus, motorcycle or simi- 
lar motor vehicles and trailers shall be operated upon the 
highway of this County unless the same shall have been 
registered or application shall have been made to the secre- 
tary of state and the registration fee paid to said secretary 
of state therefore after March fifteenth and the judge shall 
In addition to imposing the penalty require such person to 
make such registration, pay the fee therefore and pay two 
dollars ($2.00) in addition to be paid to the officers making 
the arrest. 


(a). The motor vehicles above described shall display on 
state number plate in the front of said vehicle and one in the 
rear of said vehicle in a conspicuous view. The absence of 
number plates shall be prima facie evidence that the vehicle 
is \ not registered. 
2. 
OPERATOR'S LICENSE. 
No person shall oper- 


ate or drive a motor vehicle upon any public highway of 
this county without a license for that purpose from the sec- 
retary of state and must produce such operator's license up- 
on request of any officer of this county for inspection. 


(a). Upon conviction of the license in a court of record, 
the court may in addition to the penalty imposed 
revoke 
said license by virtue of the provisions of section 85 33 (10) 
of the statutes of Wisconsin for the year 1927 for operating 
motor vehicles (1) under the influence of liquor (2) gioss cul- 
pable negligence or reckless driving- (3) or for leaving the 
scene of accident w ithout giving name or assistance. 
3. OPERATING AFTER LICENSE REVOKED. No 


person shall operate a motor vehicle during the period his 
or her operators license shall be revoked upon any highway 
of this county. 


4. DRUNKEN" DRIVING. Xo person shall operate or 
drive a motor vehicle upon any public highway m this coun- 
ty while under the influence of intoxicating liquors. 


5. DRIVERS. AGE LIMIT. 
EPILEPSY. 
No person 
under the age of sixteen (16) years unless accompanied by 
an adult and no person subject to epilepsy shall operate any 
automobile, motor truck, motor delivery wagon, automobile 
bus, 
motorcycle, or other motor vehicle on any highway in 
this county. 


SECTION VIII. 
DEFINITIONS 
1. The word "motor vehicle" as used in this ordinance 
shall mean every devise in, upon and by which any person 
or property is or may be transported or drawn upon a public 
highway, excepting devices moved by human power and 
used exclusively upon stationary wheels or tracks and shall 
include automobiles, motor trucks, motorcycles, truck trac- 
tors, farm tractors and road tractors. 


2. The word "trailer" as used in this ordinance shall 
mean every vehicle without motive power designed for 
carrying property, passengers wholly on its own structure 
and to be drawn by a motor vehicle. 


SECTION IX. 


VALIDITY 


Should any section, clause or provision of this be de- 
clared by the courts, to be invalid, the cause shall not af- 
fect the validity of the ordinance as a whole or any part 
thereof, other than the part so declared to be invalid.

in which to carry on both lodge services and social events. They too permit public use 
of their buildings and as with other lodges all recreational features in their buildings 
are open to the general ptiblic.

as the Catholic Order of Foresters, Catholic Knights of Wisconsin, etc. have their
